Women Prefer Eatables That Are
Pleasing to the Eye.

Encouragemeant to Manufacturers to
Impair Nutritive Viands by Inject-
ing Harmful Chemicals I»
Denounced by Expert.

New York-The dangerous craving
of women for food products that “look
pretty on the table” and the conse
quent encouragement to manufactur
ers to Impalr tbe purity of nutritive
viands by Injecting harmful chemicals
into them to make them pleasant to
the eye were denounced In an address
at the pure food show In Madison
Square garden by Alfred W, MeCann,
food expert, In the course of hila
speech McCann described In detall
many of the viands that are thus tam-
pered with,

MeCann sald In part: "Woman does
not want foods in the natural order,
and as a result she asks for a pickle
which will resist the teeth, The man.
ufacturer at once gives it to ber by
using an astringent, alum, which
toughens the tissues and produces the
effect desired. Bhe wants anasmle
crackers and biscults and bread and
the manufacturer bieaches the creamy
wheat with unitrogen peroxide and
grinds out of it the vital elements up-
on which she and her family depend
for thelr energy and strength.

“If ho were llcensed and If it were
A crime to debase or lmpoverish any
foodstuffs he could mnot trespass
against all laws of decency by asslst-
ing ber to create an artificial stand-
ard, Inimical in a Iarge degree to the
health of the natlon. She asks for a
brilllant green string bean or spinach
or pes or plum, and her desire is gratl.
fled with sulphate of copper. She Is
parfactly satisfled to eat the white
Swiss cheese, but she wants yellow
butter and yellow American cheese,
and the dalry Immediately providos
the artificial color scheme. She wants
fanecy desserts that scintillate under
the electric bulb, and coal tar s at
once split up and its dyes made ready
for the eye.

Bohemian Pear Dainty.—Dissotve
two heaping tablespoonfuls of gela-
tive In a cup of bolling water, add six
ripe pears that have been peeled and
rubbed through a sleve, four table
spoonfuls of sugar, a teaspoonful of
vanllia and two oups of whipped
crenm, Mold In & wet mold and turn
out when set. Decorate with sweet
ened whipped cream and peeled pears.

Chocolate Sponge.—~Take two and a
half squares of chocolate, melted, add
two tablespoonfuls of powdered gela
tine, and two cups of milk, three table
spoonfuls of sugar. Btir over the fire
untll melted and smooth, then straln
Into & basin, Add one cup whipped
eream and the white of egg boaten
stiff. Pour Into & mold and let stand
to set, :

Lamb Chops With Cucumber.—Cook
the chops untll brown on both sides.

Cook untll amooth then
remove from the heat. Peel and sllce
thin two oranges, sprinkle with sugar,
then pour aver them the chilled ecus-
tard. A meringue may be added and
browned lu the oven, Chlll and serve
cold
